FOREWORD 


-] Aisa bibliography is brief and necessarily subjective. There are 
literally many hundreds of books, essays, and articles which 
might have been included. Purely for reasons of expediency and 
convenience, this bibliography has been limited to English-language 
books alone—though there are useful works in other languages and 
many excellent articles tucked away in the periodical literature. 
The term “history” in the title has been interpreted rather broadly, 
and thus one may find many books included which deal with social, 
economic, cultural, and religious themes. No attempt has been made 
to include a single volume of the large literature touching on the 
Jew published prior to 1850. Students who seek light in this field can, 
of course, always refer back to A. S. W. Rosenbach, An American 
Jewish Bibliography ... until 1850 (New York: Publications of the 
American Jewish Historical Society, Number 30, 1926). The com- 
piler has not ventured to list all congregational histories. ‘Their 
number is legion, and their quality sometimes questionable. 
Departing from the procedure that he employed in the third 
edition of this bibliography published in 1954, the compiler has 
included in this new edition a number of works describing national 
institutions as well as most of the town, city, and state histories. 
Nevertheless, readers should be alerted to the fact that many of the 
works mentioned in this bibliography are no longer in print. Most 
of them, in all likelihood, are available on an inter-library loan 
basis from larger Jewish libraries in New York City, Washington 
(Library of Congress), and Cincinnati (Hebrew Union College 
Library). Although this new edition has been completely revised

This bibliography, which appeared originally in the Jewish Book Annual, 
1943-1944, was reprinted in a revised form in 1949, and again in 1954. This 
fourth edition has been brought up-to-date and substantially enlarged. 
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and substantially enlarged, biographies and autobiographies are 
still omitted, as are all studies in German, Hebrew, and Yiddish. 
Those who are fortunate enough to read Yiddish will find it valuable 
to consult monographs in that language dealing with the landsman- 
shaften, special fraternal orders, the Yiddish theater and press, and, 
of course, the Jewish labor movement. 


The compiler has not undertaken to evaluate each work critically. 
That would have been an ungrateful task. Unfortunately, too many 
of the works dealing with our subject are altogether inadequate. Very 
few measure up to the canons of historic objectivity and the scientific 
method. Nevertheless, certain books are listed on the ground— 
always denied by the “critics’—that a poor book is frequently better 
than no book! There is this consolation: better books are being 
written every day. Some day—it will come sooner than we think— 
we shall really be in a position to offer a bibliography of sound, 
scientific works on the life and the history of the American Jew. 
Speed the day!

Pages 271 to 412 deal with the history and problems of shehitah in the 
United States and Canada.

A brief sketch of the origins of Paducah Jewry. A chapter on the Civil War 
hero, Col. Gabriel Netter, is included.

An account of the struggle for the economic and social welfare of this 
union. A well-illustrated book describing the achievements of this union, which 
has always been Jewish in its leadership.

1959. Denver: The University of Denver, 1960. 360 pp. [25] 


A study of the westward trek of the American Jew. There are many in- 
teresting anecdotes of the pioneer settlers.

An episodic rather than organized approach to the history of Chicago 
Jewry. Contains much interesting material. Not documented. Well-indexed.

These studies, dealing with Colonial New England Jewry, are largely in 
the form of source materials and documents. 


Broun, Hrywoop, and Grorce Britt. Christians Only: A Study in 
Prejudice. New York: The Vanguard Press, 1931. 333 pp. [28] 


A very interesting, popular study of anti-Semitism in the United States. 
Much of the material deals with the 1920’s. The economic phase of anti- 
Semitism is stressed. 


Brown, Francis J., and JosepH S. Roucex. One America: The 
History, Contributions, and Present Problems of Our Racial and 
National Minorities. 3rd ed. Englewood Cliffs, N.J.: Prentice-Hall, 
Inc, 1952. 764 pp. ; [29] 

The chapter on Jewish Americans is by Harry Essrig. Other chapters contain 
material of use to the student of American Jewish life. Both the second (1946) 
and the first (1937) editions contain many interesting data not found in the cur- 


rent work (1952). The first edition appeared under the title, Our Racial and 
National Minorities. 


Byars, WILLIAM VINCENT. (Ed.) B. and M. Gratz, Merchants in 
Philadelphia, 1754-1798. Papers of Interest to Their Posterity and the 
Posterity of Their Associates.

A valuable collection of Gratz papers covering the period from 1754 to 
1903. No history of the Jew in Colonial America can be written without 
resort to this work.

These yearbooks, which contain the annual conference proceedings, are 
invaluable for any study of Reform Judaism in the United States. The ap- 
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pendices in every volume contain articles and monographs on almost every 
phase of Jewish life and culture in all lands, and hence are a valuable repertory 
of material on modern Jewish history. Students should consult the Yearbook 
indexes issued periodically.
